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PONY EXPRESS RIDING. 


A Veteran of the Pioneer Service of the 
Plains Tells About It. 


“There has beena great deal of glamor 
and romance thrown around the pony 
express business in the days before the 
advent of the railroads,’’ said T. R. Mil- 
ler, one of the corps of riders who ear- 
ried the mail across the plains in 1858, 
“but the fact is, there was little remance 
about it, and very little else but hard 
work. 

“I commenced to ride for the express 
company in 185s when the route was laid 
out and the company organized. and 
continued to ride until Butterfield came 
up and took the contract, and the tele- 
graph line was built. My roate was from 
Egan Canyon to Antelope Springs. Nev. 


The riders had to ride from sixty to 
eighty miles. On my section I had two 
relays, and used to make thetripin from 
six to eight hours, There was always | 
more or jess danger from the Indians, 
but when we met them we eirher ran 
away trom them, erawled around them, 


or fought. The danger has been greatly 
magnified. The country was so big and 
the number of Indians so comparatively 
small that we had to run into a band 
before there was any serious danger. and 
then one white man was as good as ten 
of them. 

**Oar stations were not fortified at all. 
Thes were log cabins or sod houses, with 
three or four men in each. and though 
they were burned over and over again, 
they were rebuilt immediately, and no 
serious loss or inconvenience to the ser- 
vice was occasioned. 

‘‘We knew just when to expect the 
rider from the next station, and the 
horses were always ready. so that all we 
had to do was to change the mail from 
one horse to another, and we were off. 
It was the same at the relay stations. 
The horses were always ready, and the 
only delay was in taking a drink of 
water or a cup of coffee, and the mail 
was on its way. 

“It was simply hard riding. a cool 
head and a keen eye that was required. 
Once in a while the men were caught. I 
have a scar or two myself to remember 
the Indians by; but on the whole the 
danger was not excessive, and as for 
romance there was nothing of it. In 
1861 the Indians were specially trouble- 
some, and some hard fights resnited: but 
as they never remained long in the same 
place they could not do a very great deal 
of harm. 

“The first trial of the pony express 
was the delivery of Bnehanan’s message 
in the spring of 1857. Our company, 
which nad the route from St. Joe, via 
Salt Lake City, was the one which was 
afterward operated by Ben Holliday. 
Butterfield’s route was through Arizona. 
We had the common mountain ponies, 
and Butterfield had high-bred horses, We 
took the message right through. and 
when Butterfield arrived at Mojave he 
found the message coming back from 
San Francisco. Butterfield ran the 
southern route until 1860, when he pulled 


off and established a line of coaches 
from St. Joe to San Francisco, via Salt 
Lake. In sti they commenced to built 


the telegraph lines 

“T saw a statement recently that there 
are only five survivors of the pony ex- 
press riders, That is a mistake. There 
are a number of others. Besides myself I 
know of Frank Low, now in Cripple 
Creek; Erastus Evan, son of Major 
Egan, of Egan Canyon: James White, 
Join Fisher and sam Gilson, the discov- 
erer of the beds of asphalt in Utah. 

‘There was always excitement enough 


in our work, and nearly all of us had 
narrow escapes of one kind or another. 
We had to make time, to look out for 
Indisns, and sometimes to race with 
storins which were likely to bar our 
progress, but all these things soon be- 
caine matters of course. We mounted 
eur ponies and pounded away until we 


reached our stations, and then lay down 
and waited until our time came next. It 
was hard work sometimes. and pleasant 
at others, very much; the same as the 
other ocenpations of human existence.’

the sea. About midday the allies attack- 
ed the Russians along the whole line. 
The French occupied the right, next the 
sea, and the British the left, about two 
miles inland, the Highland brigade, 
under Sir Colin Campbell, being on 
the extreme left. 

The engagement was hot and bloody, 
and for atime the issue was doubtfal. 
At last, Sir Colin Campbell, at the head 
of the three Highland regimentsa—Forty- 
second, Ninety-third, and Seventy-ninth 
—advanced, and crossed the river under 
a storm of bullets that made the water 
hiss like a shower of hail, They gained 
the opposite bank, and advanced in line 
in gallant styie, pouring in deadly vol- 
leys on the d_nse Russian columns. 

The sight of the plumed and plaided 
warriors, marching steadily on, and the 
deadly storm of bullets which was rained 
upon them from their ringing rifles, ter- 
rified the Muscovite hordes. They wWar- 
ered, broke, and finally fled in confusion. 
The right flank of the Russian army was 


thus turned, and the French, having 
gained the crest of the heights on the 
Russian left, came steadily on, and the 


Russian army. totally routed, tled toward 
Sebastopol. leavirg 5,000 dead = and 
wounded on the field, with an immenss 
qnantity of baggage and artillery in the 
hands of the victors. 

The victorious armies then marched to 


Sebastopo!. and Jaid siege to that great 
fortress, The outstanding incidents of 
that long and harassing siege are the 
battles of Balaclava and Inkerman. The 
harbor of Balaclava, where te British 
stores and provi-ions were lan ed, was 
attacked by a Kussian force, una > Cen. 


Liprandi, on the morning of Oct. 25, 


18354. The defense of the position had 
been entrusted to Sir Colin Campbell, 
who had with him the Ninety-third 


Highland regiment, supported by cavalry 
and a body of Turks, who were placed 
in charge of some battteries commanding 
the entrance to the plain of Balaclava. 
Early in the morning a strong Russian 
force of cavalry, infantry, and artillery 
appeared at the head of the valley, and 
drove in the Turks and captured the re- 


doubts. The Ninety-third were drawn 
up in athin red line, two deep, across 
the valley. The Russian cavalry, about 
10,000 strong, charged down on them, 
but with two well-directed volleys the 
advance was checked Horses and riders 
went down, and the squadrons were 


broken and thrown into confusion. 

The Russian advance was checked for 
the time, and reinforcements were hurried 
upto support the galiant little band 
holding the base of the Briti-h operation, 
Then there occurred one of the grandest 
and most heroie achievements that has 
ever been recorded in the annals of mod 
ern warfare—the charge of the Light 
Brigade. 

The Russians were st!ll at the head of 
the valley, and were harassing the brit- 
ish with their artillery. An order came 
to Lord Cardigan, we commanded the 
light cavalry, to charge the guns The 
order was cheerfully obeyed, though it 
was enid ‘“‘that someone had blundered.”’

Onthe same day the heavy cavalry 
rigade also made a brilliant charge on 
the Kussian cavalry. The battle of Inker- 
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man, which has been called the ‘‘soldiers’ 
hattle,” was fought on the morning of 
Nov. 5, memorabie as the anniversary of 
the Gunpowder Plot. It was a dark 
moraing and a drizziy rain falling when 
the Russians crept out of Sebastopol, and 
under cover of the darkness surprised the 
British outposts. For hours a fierce hand- 
to-hand battle raged among the rock: 
and vallers, the British soldiers fighting 
the mad. drunken Russians with bayo- 
nets, clubbed mnskets and stones. 

By darlight the French came to the 
assistance of their English comrades and 
after a bloody encounter the enemy were 
hurled back to the fortress. The siege 
dragged its slow length along. During the 
severe winter the soldiers suffered from 
want of proper food, clothing and shel- 
ter. The Government had neglected the 
army, and Lord Aberdeen’s Ministry 
was compelled to resign. Lord Palmer- 
ston took the reins ef Government. 
Lord Panmure, afterwarl Earl of Dal- 
housie, was appointed Minister of War. 
and under his management the army 


was better organized an! equipped, and

provided with everything requisite for 
the comfort of the soldiers in the field. 
After a sieze of eleven months, the Rus- 
sians evacuated Sebastopol, sinking their 
ships of warin the harbor, blowing up 
forts and inavgazines ani setting fire t) 
the town. 

The capture 
brought the war to an end, 
of peace was signed. 

The campaign was rendered in a cer- 
tuin sense illustrious by the noble 
achievements nurse of Florence 
Nightingale, 

The third decade of her Majesty's reign 
began with the Indian Mutiny, a catas 
trophe which shook our Eastern Empire 
to its center, and at one time threatened 
to envelop the whoie peninsula from the 
Himalayas to Cape Coromandel in the 
lurid fame of a ractal war The Indian 
Princes, alarmed at the annexation jo! 
icy pursued by the British Government, 
stirred up the Sepoys or native soluiers 
to revolt. They instilled into the minds 
of these native soldiers that the Dritisn 
intended to compel them to becom: 
Christians by forcing them to use cart- 
ridges greased with butlocks’ fat and hogs’ 
lard, and thereby cause them to treak 
their caste.

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FACIAL PECULIARITIES. 


A Study of the Features May Produce 
Strange Results. 

If one is interested in the study of 
physiognomy a clos2 scrutiny of the faces 
ef those with whom one comes in daily 
contact will reveal many interesting in- 
consistencies. Writers have so elaborately 
descanted on the subject that it would 
seem that nothing of novelty were left 
for the investigator, yct while the traits 
of character revealed by the eyes, nose, 
mouth, ears, chin, teeth and even the 
wrinkles, have ‘been so exhaustively 
treatec, another subject replete with in- 
consistencies and interest has escaped 
the general epitomizing. 

Were a line drawn directly down 
throngh the center of the face the two 
halves wonld discover marked differen- 
ces, The outlines of the forehead where 
the hair begins to grow will vary mater- 
jally, giving decidediy distinctive out- 
lines, adding in many cases, at lenst, 
one-half inch to the height of the fore- 
head. 

Regarding the eyebrows,in many faces 
the difference is hardly perceptible, yet 
were they measured mathematically, the 
curves would show variations cf cutline. 
Of the eyes, a careful analyzation wil! 
discover the right one not only larger, 
burt differing in expression as weil as in 
color, in some instances. The difference 
a'<o in the slanting of the orbits will be 
noticeable. It is in the eyes that the 
greatest difference is likely to be founds, 
The upper lids diter materially from 
exact drawings and below theeyes, the 
under Hds are even more pronounced in 
their variations. 

A careful study of the nose will dis- 
cover the nostrils decidedly different. 
One is often larger than the other, or 
will extend below a line drawn diamet- 
rically across the face. In fact, if eare- 
fuliy scrutinized the entire nose will be 
found different on either side. 

The mouth is decidedly the feature 
where the study becomes most interest- 
ing. The drooping of the corners will 
often give a sneering expression, or, 4s in 
the case where the movements of the under 
lip on one side of the mouth when the 
person is speaking 1s in direct contrast 
to the movements of the lip on the 
other side. Vhbis peculfarity indicrtes an

STOWING AWAY. 


A Foolhardy and Dangerous Method of 
Getting an Ocean Voyage. 

In spite of the fact that the punish- 
ment usually meted out to those who try 
to steal a free passage on a ship is sev- 
eral weeks’ hard Iabor, with the option 
of a fine, stowaways are even more com- 
mon to-day than ther were fifty or siaty 
years ago. 

Hig passenger steamers, with their 
hundreds of passengers and their scores 
of stewards, sailors and stokers. afford 
innumerable opportunities for stewing 
away. 

Three sears azo a stowaway was dis 
covered aboard one of the Allan liners, 
running between Liverpool and Mont- 
real. He was shabbily dressed, but being 
a big, sturdy-looking fellow, he was pat 
to work about the ship. When the ship 
anchored below Montreal, waiting for 
daylight before entering the harbor, he, 
it was presumed, slipped quietiy over- 
board and swam ashore. In any case, 
when the boat touched sat Montreal, and 
was overrun by detectives locking for @ 
notorious jewel robber, it was immedi- 
ately suspected that the stowaway was 
the robber. and that he had escaped, 
taking the jewels with him. He wascap- 
tured some months afterwards, and con- 
fessed that when ha -wam ashore he had 
more than $10,000 worth of jJowels on 
his person. 

The favorite hiding place of stowaways 
are the coal bunkers and the narrow 
passages teft when the tes ‘sare loaded 
with bricks, tiles, drain pipes. or other 
similar cargo. ‘Lhese places are extremely 
dangerous an? many cases are recorded 
where the shifting of th» cargo has re 
sulted in the death of some untortunate 
wretch in hiding. 

During the passage of a carg: boat to 
this country from England, the sailors 
were startled the third das out by a curt 
ous scratching which was immediately 


atsribnted to supernautral canses. Lhe 
scratching continued for three days and 
then grew quiet ani ceased. When the 
hatches were lifted at the end of the 
voyage, the emaciated boedr of man 
was found lying on some bags of 
cement. The peor starving feloow had 
struggled frantically to get ont of the 
hold. 

As for our American liners, itis folly 
to try stewing away ipany of them. 


The United ssates will mot receive pau 
per immigrants, and captains are foroid 
den to land stowaways in this country 
under a penalty of 82,500, A ‘‘ire® pass 
enger’’ on one of these ships ts promptly 
clapped in trons and kept there until the 
ship returns to Liverpeot, when he ts 
brought before the authorities —Cinctn 
nati Enquirer.
